The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  na- 
tion-'vvide  organization  vj-hich  is  entrusted  v/ith  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  lova  State  Department  of  Agriculture  vrorking 
in  cooperation  vath  the  Agricultural  Ilarketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  ^agriculture.     The  year  1939  mar]:ed  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  tlie  United  States. 

The  general  prograrii  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  sumraary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  lova 
and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  corxiercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shovang  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  m.ake  avail^.ble  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tiLie.     So  urge:_t  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  orj anizations  have  assembled  such  irifori.iation  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  iTorman  V.  Strand, 
S':ate-wide  Work  Projects  Adinini  strati  on  Su.pervisor  of  ^agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     Tliis  is  a  report  of  motI:  coiipleted  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  jork  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
6S5-72-3-3S  furnished  the  m_aterial  for  Tables  25  and  25. 

The  Iowa  .Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  m-aterials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  th.e  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Zxperi;.'.ent  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iov.;a  assessors  and  tax  officials  vjho 
collect  data  on  crops  ^.nd  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iov;a  lavjs.  With- 
out these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  xrould 
be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

Grundy  Countjr  vxas  est :.blished  in  1351  fron  territory  for/ierly  beloneing 
to  3enton  and  Zluch^aian  counties.  It  nas  na..ied  for  Teli::  C-rundy,  a  prorainent 
citizen  of  Tennessee. 

On  October  4,  1C5j,  VJilliam  D.  'r'ecl:  made  a  claim  in  the  nort'ieastern  iDart 
of  the  county  in  what  is  now  Franklin  tovniship.    .'Joout  tr/o  weeh's  later,  Joel 
Freel  tool:  a  claira  on  Jlexh  Ilawh  Creeh  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  county-. 
ThOLias  G-.  Iloxie  raade  the  first  settlenent  in  the  vicinity  of  Grundy  Center  in 
1855  and  in  the  sarae  ^'■ear  0.  Y.  Clarhson  becaiae  the  first  settler  in  the 
vrestern  part  of  the  count 37-. 

The  county  vyas  formally  or^^anized  in  1G56  and  the  county-seat  v/as  located 
at  Grundy?-  Center.  1/ 

Eerbert  ?,uich  (1351-1925),  one  of  lovja' s  best  laiovni  va-iters,  \jas  born  on 
a  farm  near  Steamboat  Hock  and  later  attended  school  in  Crundy  Center.  His 
works  vaere  descriptive  of  Iowa's  log  cabin  and  pioneer  days,   "Vandenark' s  Folly" 
and  the  "Eaw!:eye"  are  t\/o  of  his  best  knoxni  novels.  2/ 

The  Wisconsin,  Ioi;a  and  ITebraska  Railroad,  constructed  from  Des  Moines  to 
Uaterloo  in  1CG3  passes  through  the  southeastern  part  of  t!_e  county.     It  is 
now  part  of  the  Great  TJestern  System.  3/

Grundy  County  em.braces  501  square  miles,  or  320,540  acres.  4/    Of  this 
number,  316,725  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land.  5y    There  are  14  tov/nships  in 
the  county  T.fiiich  coincide  rath  tlie  congressional  toiniships.    A  correction  line 
places  the  northern  tier  of  tovniships  about  one  mile  to  the  west  and  the  south- 
ern tier  contains  but  tvra  to\'/nships.     It  ranks  fiftieth  in  point  of  size  in  the 
State,  sharin^  this  place  ;/ith  Davis  County, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Grundy  Count;'-  are  grouped  into  four  classes  accordin;:  to  their 
origin  and  location;  njrael^^  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  svjamp  and  bottom-land.

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The  drift  soils  cover  27.2  perceiyi;.  of  the  area  ..iicl  .rre  divided  into  Carrin: ton 
silt  loam~23.8  _)ercent,  Clyde  silty  clay  loan — 3.0  percent,  Carrincton  fine 
sandy  loam — 0.3  percent,  and  Shelby  gravelly  sandy  loam — 0.1  percent.     The  loess 
soils  cover  50.3  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  i.to  Taiua  silt  loon —

Topography 

The  county,  as  a  whole,  is  a  gently  rolling  prairie,  cut  hy  the  shallov/ 
valleys  of  the  streams.     There  are  extensive  areas  of  flat  upland  between  the 
streaiQS  and  occasionally  prominent  ridges.    ITuiaerous  ridg,es  and  hills  Imovm  as 
"pahas",  are  found  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the  count;,'.     These  extend  in  a 
southeasterly  direction.     In  the  northern  part  of  the  county,  x;here  the  drift 
soils  occur,  the  topography  is  more  rolling  and  boulders  of  considerable  size 
are  quite  coranon.     One  boulder,  located  in  the  northern  part  of  the  county,  two 
miles  south  of  the  Butler  County  line,  is  said  to  be  the  largest  boulder  in  the 
State.     Between  Grundj^  Center  and  Conrad,  and  in  the  areas  about  Conrad,  there 
are  flat  to  slightly  depressed  areas  in  the  upland  which  undoubtedly  represent 
former  lake  beds.     In  general,  the  natural  drainage  system  of  the  count^-  is  good, 
except  in  the  flat  and  depressed  areas,  7/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  v/as  47,2  degrees.  8/  The 
average  precipitation  for  39  years  (1891-1930)  was  32.36  inches,  and  the  growing 
season  averaged  152  days  betvreen  the  hilling  frost  da.tos  of  I  lay  3  and  October  2, 
recorded  fron  1893  to  1930.  9/ 

Population 

The  State  census  of  1856  listed  435  inhabitants  in  this  county.     The  popu- 
lation increased  rapidly  in  the  early  years,  but  since  1830  the  grov/th  has  been 
YBTj  slow.    There  are  28  persons  per  square  nile  in  the  county,  as  compared 
v/ith  the  State  density  of  44.

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  v/hite  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  and 
xaixed  parentage  totaled  6,307  or  about  45  percent  of  the  total  population.  Of 
this  number,  tliere  vrcre  4,394  persons  of  Geman  descent,  and  about  400  each  of 
Danish  and  ITetherland  descent.     Other  nationalities  ijere  represented  in  very 
small  n^'orabers.  13/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  v.;ere  9  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county 
— 5  elevators,  2  creameries  and  2  livestock  enterprises. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,149  members,  of  which  836  were  active,  and  1,990 
persons  did  business  \7ith  the  9  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  0962,430  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  ^^196, 304- 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  ma3^  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for  dis- 
tribution to  their  members  and  patrons  and  the  sellin:^  cooperatives  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  16/

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Fruit 

The  record  year  for  apples  Tias  1SS4,  xvlien  50,634  apple  trees  and  18,513 
bushels  were  reported.     In  1934  there  were  only  9,175  trees  and  4,001  bushels. 
In  1894,  the  pealc  year  for  plunis,  3,763  trees  and  1,901  bushels  v/ere  recorded. 
The  best  year  for  cherries  vjas  1909,  when  3,257  trees  and  533  bushels  were 
listed.    The  greatest  production  of  grapes  occurred  in  1909  v/hen  29,938  pounds 
of  grapes  v/ere  harvested.  17/ 


Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  huslced  for  grain,  (3.)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  hus]:ed.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  hushed  is  raultiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  hushed  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
raations  of  individual  fam  productions  shovra  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors*  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  ^^-ears  ivould  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  xrould  have  a  different  and  lo^/er  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  v/as  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  tOYonships.     The  toxvnship  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  some\/hat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.    The  total  corn  acreage  is  shoT,'vn  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multipl^^  it  by  the  acreage  shoxra 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1935  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  ma^''  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  :.t  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  .::.creage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  ecual  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1935.
